Her hand was in her pocket and 
as she passed she pulled out a bottle 
and threw the contents square into 
MeMahotk'sifaoe-^jiliQding him for a 
njbm'enTrWhen'^lie recovered hia sight 
tke woman in black had vanished from 
sight. The unfortunate man says he 
did.\hot feel it, badly at first and tiiought 
it was witer of some kind, but by the 
time hejTcached.thprae his eyes bpgan 
to pain terribly. Dr. Kidd prpnctuDced 
ifc oil of vitriol.'^Tfie^docto'r thinks he 
may not recover bin eyebight, which is 
. aeriously affected, The mysterious wo- 
man did not, however, then vanish into 
the darkness. She was evidently after 
Miss Milloy, too, for when that lady 
at about a quarter to ten stepped out 
of her house to take a short siroll she 
waiting for her on the sidevralkivffith 
her bottle of vitriol. She was disguised 
in tbfi atme manner as when she at- 
tacked, UloMahon, and suddenly Rtep- 
ping up to Miss Milloy attempted to 
throw the contents of tlie bottle in her 
eyes. The aim, fortuna.tely, was inac- 
curate, and fehe only. succeeded in show- 
•ring thjb. v.itrol ' over Miss Milloy'n 
dresa JDr.-Oousins, who was pus.sing, 
was calted'^in, but beyond fright no in- 
jury was sustained. Thu boitlo was 
found this morning on the nidewalk in 
front of Miss Miljoy's house and wa.s 
given to the doctoh' The unknown wo- 
man disappeared after attacking Miss 
Milloy^ .aiul. nothing baa since been 
heard' of her.

Air. McLehtn moved the house into oom- 
' inittee to consider resolutions reapeutiug 
■■ the Canadian Pacific railway. Those pro 
Tido for the repayment of the loan of 
S30,0O0,(X)O-^2Oj0p0«(^ repaid in 
oaah.' whilB for the' remaininR 8iO,(K)0",000 
the government nru to take aome 6,000, 
000 acres of tho oompany'a land at §1 50 
an dore. This sBtilemout is to be made 
ntit later than July 1 next, after which tho 
oompaiiy may issue tirst mortgage bonds 
upon-th'e'^t'einttitiiag lands retained by the 
oompatiy tiurexcesdiiig.\92 aii.acre. The 
company is also authorized to mortgage 
the Altjoraa branch in tho same way as 
the miiiii line. The company has enrned 
20,000,000 acres, and this would leave the 
the oompauy some 14,000,000 acres. The 
oompany, he said, represnnted to the 
goverDmept.t^t a large.amouiit of capi- 
tal was "siiir ' Voq'uired to.' make the 
road able to ootnpete with other 
lines. The repayment of this §20,000,000 
would provenl tlie governmont goiuK into 
the money market ni proaenl in order to 
pay off the floating indebtedness of the 

fovernmont Of the original subsidy 
600,000 and 609,000 acres remainpd un- 
paid. The sum of §309,000 was atill re- 
quired to complete the road. Mr. Blake 
was not surprised at those proposals. To 
■how that It was not a poor company ap- 
plying for those additional concessions, 
he "Showed' that' for each $100 paid by 
ahareh'olders the market value was $144. 
They were now asked to give ud a claim 
to §10,000,000, and to add §400,000 
to *ur annual iptereat charge in order to 
relieve these shareholders and put it 
upon taxpayers. Mr.- Blake proceeded 
to deal with the finality of the original 
contract, which nainistera assured them 
of at the time, and' showed how year 
after year parliament had been asked to 
step in and help the compauy with addi- 
tional assistan<:e and coucessions. They 
■were jiromised also that (roiu the rapid 
conatraction immeuaa iinmij/ratiou would 
llow into the northwest, and Sir John Mac- 
donald ftstininfod with certainty, that in 
1S85 tbore would bo ;t north frost population 
o{ 313,000. According to the oillcial.retnruii 
titerd had gone into the northwest since 
1880, 148,000 octual immigrant settlers, yet 
to-day there were nof "Smore thai,U-25>pO0 
white souls in Manitoba an'd^l>e .npn£weBt.. 
These figures showed how 'false" were th'e' 
predictions and promises of the immediate 
and tangible reaults of a valuable character, 
and how unwise were the guides who led 
the country to boliovo these predictions. 
They were also promised that tho sale of 
Ittuda would pay fur tuo road, aud meet all 
our Civuadinu Pacific • railroad obligations . 
In fHct, in 188U they were told that f I'J,- 
000,000 would be received iu one yenr^ from 
the sale of lands and from the cSloniZiition 
companies, yet in 'all 'the years that had 
passed up to 1885 the total re- 
ceipts from these- sources were only 
$4,05'2,000, and the expanses of 
surveying and collecting this sum amount- 
ad to $3,120,000. These receipts, too, 
were now to be put to revenue account 
instead of to oapital account, as' Mr. Til- 
ley had., pledged himself , to do... The 
company had already received 881,000,- 
000 from public aourcea, and about $14,- 
000,000 in cash and works -had been ex- 
pended.; How much more was' to be^ 
■petit' they did not know. All jp.rospecfc; 
of recouping the ^people out of lands in 
the northwest, .bad been . abandoned. 
These lands could not'be'sold or given 
away, so the govorninent propose to buy 
them at §1 50 an acre. He opposed the 
resolutions of this character. The reso- 
lutions also proposed to remove prohibi- 
tion from shareholders of the company 
becoming members of parliament. He 
did not bejieve this was the time to relax 
the law of indeperidenoa of parliament, 
especially as our institutions in this re- 
spect were now on their trial. , Tho com- 
pany wsa now powerful enough. Nu one 
followed Mr. Blake., and the .^resolution 
went tOvOuin'mittee of tBe whuler " „ .

CMinuiittee was vigor- 
ously iiri.,ckeil hy two or three council 
lors fii having anaei'ited to the temporary 
auiJ'<intiut:ui of Mr E. Abel, lately an 
efficient sp'jctal policemin, in p'aco of 
Mr Youug, suspended by the superin- 
tondunt uf police for neglect of duty, and 
for purmuuiin the translation of Mr. 
Gaydoii fnmi J:iinea Buy to a leas ordunus 
beat in- anuthur part of the town. It was 
explained tliat Mr. Abel is a mar- 
ried man with a lar^e ' family of 
children, and is in indifferent cir- 
cumstance:); that the - polioe canimittee 
received a moat flattering testimonial from 
his last employer; and that it was the in- 
tion of tho committee to always appoint 
men of family in preference to single men 
— all else being equal — to positions of 
the kind as fast as they became vacant.

"Fish Fry for B. 0.,." which recites that

1 may 
well ask who, knowing anything of lisli 
and fishing, would wish to aee other tiuh 
in lieu of trout in a mountain lake / Mad 
Mr. Gordon urged tho introduction of" 
these fiah to waters in which trout 
and aalmdn do' not exist' " it would be 
all right, and the exporimoiit might 
have good results, but it would be an 
irremediable iniatake to place them whprp 
I Buy member of tbo tish family^ .tulnioniilo;

And Lord Exeter's piacicuUuriat, Mr.

The Projected Siberi»u Itall- 
way. 

The completion of the Canadian Pacific 
railway has given a fresh incitement to 
the disouaaion among Russians of their 
own long-talked of line '^fei^jtho'j Pacific 
across. Siberia to yiadivbstook. If Russia 
haa at6len a march over England in rail- 
way progress towards Herat, it will be a 
loag time before the Russian locomotives 
oompeto with those of England aud 
America in reaching the shores of the 
Pacifiq, . The branch to Tiumei; has not 
obi been made, and the Ufa Zlatoust sec- 
tion to Ekaterinburg has only lately been 
decided upon, after years of dispute over 
tho conflicting claims of difleront towns. 
Yet the almost chimerical idea of a Rus- 
sian Pacific railroad ia already talked of 
snd ■written about as an undertaking uf 
early aud- ° easy^ acooinplishmeht. The 
other day a meeting of the society for fur- 
thering Russian trade and commerce, un- 
der the presidency of Count Ignatiell, wius 
enlightened on the subject by a discussion 
of several projects for the great "work, 
among them being a curious ono tendered 
'by uii' enterprising e.xile living in Siberian 
banishment. All difiiculties were very 
s&tiafactorily disposed of except one, 
which was quite loft out of calculation, 
and that was tho source of tho 150,000,000 
roubles and more that would be required 
for tho entorpriao. Tho addition of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway to that of the 
United States naturally makes the Tlua- 
sians feel more keenly than over the dis- 
advantages of their isolated position on 
the Amoor and ttie Pacific coast. 



Death of Mr. E. A. Vi;for. 

'The illneBa^ith.^v;hioh Mr. Vigor, the 
respected Domioion' steamboat inspector, 
was atricken on Sundap night, terminated 
fatally at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing. The deoeasod gentleman, who wait 
a native of London and aged ll'J years, 
came to the province about two years ago 
and entered at once upon the discharge of 
tho arduous duties to which he had boon 
assigned by the Dominion government.

All that a 
devottd wife and sympathizing friends 
combined with the best medi- 
cal attention could do, failed to 
save him. Mr. 'Vigor vrna conscious till 
within a'couplo of hours of his death and 
met his fate with fortitude. Ho loaves 
behind .him a widow and threo young 
children who. have the e(itire sympathy of 
all in their hour of deep distress. The 
funeral 'will take place under tho auFipicoft 
of the Vancouver-Quadra Lodge; F. and 
A. M., at 3 p. m. to-day from tho family 
resideuce, Cadboto Bay road. Flags on 
the shipping were displayed at half-mast 
yesterday aa a token of respect to the 
memory of the deceased.

While handling it 
some one must have opened the lock, for 
just aa it was handed to Mr. Galvani, to 
be put away, the cartridge went off, 
killing his wife instantly. The bullet 
struck her in the jaw, p&ssed through the 
throat, severing the large blood vessels, 
and through tho shoulder. The un- 
fortunate woman never moved, and died 
with a amilo on her face. She was U- 
years of age, born in Odessa, Russia, and 
came to Portland about three years ago. 
She was married to Mr. Galvani, who is 
also from Odessa, a little over two years 
ago. He was almost distracted by tho 
dreadful mishap, and feels, that his fato

The coii.s.irrali ve 
members rose en ukissi- and led by Captain 
Tom Scott, of Winnipeg, cheered like 
mad for some nioin'<nts. When the ap- 
plause had' subsided Hesson rose and got 
red in the face by his etforts to induce 
tho members to break through all parlia- 
mentary decorum in singing "F'ur he's a 
Jolly Good Fellow." lie aucc'eedud at 
Isat, and thia unrehearacd episode made 
the opposition smile aarbaatically.

THE ISLAND .S l-'IKLD NlcUi r. 

Once a year we generally expect tho 
grievances of P. E. Island to bo discussed. 
•Tbeae grievances consist in tho non keep- 
ing up of steam copimunication between 
the island aud the mainland during the 
winter. By tho terms of union the Do- 
minion expreasly agreed to do this, -and 
there is good ground for complaint on the 
part of the island at the non-carrying 
out of the contract. The islanders seem 
to think their case is a hopeless 
one, and aa a last resort have 
appealed to th'e ithperial authorities to com- 
pel the Dominion to onrry out its agreemeut 
but only to be told. that tho matter was one 
solely for the island and the Dominion to 
settle. It seems al)sc)lutelj impossible to 
get a steamer that will cross tho straits of 
Northumberland continuously iu the win- 
ter, aud tho only way to obviate the difli- 
culty appears to be an uuiiergrouud or sub- 
marine tunnel, almost ten miles loug; but 
tho gevernment does not quite see its vay 
clear to the expenditure of four million 
dollara for that object. 

NomnwKsr rri-ukskntation. 

Sir John introduced bis northwest rci)r<'- 
sentatiou bill into the house on Thursday. 
It provides that there shall tie four rejiro- 
Boutativcs to thu house from the territories, 
two from Alberta aud oue eacb from .-Vssini- 
boia and Siiskatehowau. Thoy will have full 
privilegea of members, not being limited 
like the inombors from the territories of 
the United States. The Inqierial parlia- 
ment will have to legialato on the matter 
jMid amend the B. N. A. act so as to allow 
the Dominion parliament t.i give repro- 
sentation to the territories, the act as 
.isnfiended in 1871 only giving power to tho 
Dominion to create territories into pro- 
vinces and then confer the right to send 
representatives to parliament. Tn this 
case parliament seeks to give ropresenta- 
tion to the t.erritorieB , tirithout^ creating 
provinces out'oftheiri at pi^aent/ '

'I'he silver 
coins were excellent counterfeits, hav- 
itig the correct weight, the riglit tingle 
being secured by a proportion of melt-
